Accident Happens Over Hull, England.—Wreckage Falls 


Into Humber—American Crew'Ready to 


Start Across Atlantic 


(By the Associated Press.) 


Hull, England, Aug. 24.—Seventeen officers and men of the 


felted States Navy and 27 officers and men of tile British. Navy met 
death today in the collapse of the great dirigible, ZR-2 over the city 
of Hall. 


Every one,of the Americans on board the ill fated craft, perished, 


as far as could be ascertained at midnight tonight. Only five men 
of the forty-nine who were making the trial trip in the dirigible 
prior to tlie vessel's being turned over the TJ. S. Navy, are known 
to have been saved.

She 
nas 69i feet long and was built to 
carry a crew of 30. Her speed was 
estimated at 70 miles per hour. The

Another rescuer said one man 
was

were- saved. While the rescuers were 
at work the balloon began to turn over 
and the rescue party had to return to 
the tug. 


When first seen from Hull the ZR-2 


was approaching the city, 
coming 


from a, southeasterly direction o^er 
the Humber. 
When sailing on 
an 


even ketl abovs the city, according to 
some eye witnesses, a huge cloud of 
dense smoke burst from the tail of the 
air cratt. 
It was thought the ZR-3 


was sending out a smoke screen as an 
exhibition, but, to the horror of thou- 
sand!! of spectators, It was seen that 
she had broken in two and was taking 
a, tremendous nose dive which 
aj> 


parently would bring her down Into 
the thronged streets. 


Then there camo a loud explosion, 


and a great crash, followed by another 
explosion, which was accompanied by 
the breaking o£ glass in the windows 
on land.

During the tall of the airship three 


members of ths crew were observed 
making thrilling parachute descent. 
They came down into the river, ^here 
they tv^re rescued by small boats. All 
who Jumped from the falling craft 
lost their llvea. They had no chance 
for escape, for the water was covered 
with burning gasoline and the heat 
from the burning wreckage was so In- 
tenso ttiat evrn tho rescuers 
ex- 


perienced the greatest difncullv In np- 
proaehcj for some time. Barges, nnd 
small boats thronged Among the debris 
willing to render any possible assist- 
ance. Immediately after tho disaster 
telephone messages came from dis- 
tansett up to IS miles reporting thnt

The wreck appears to 
be In two portions. The whole vessel 
lies submerged in a northwesterly di- 
rection In tho river, in eight feet of 
water. The tall portion only is show- 
ing, lying in about four feet at half 
tide. 


"Survivors escaped in parachutes 


and were picked up by tugs and small 
boats. Customs officers have been or- 
dered to guard the wreck during the 
night and air force officers from Mow- 
den will patrol the river in a motor 
launch to look out for bodies which 
may drift in from the river. 


"Tho airship left the Howden base 


yesterday for the fourth trial,undec 
comman9 of Pjifebt CommariiJer Lien- 
tenant Wann. lie reported her posi- 
tion at various times throughout the 
day, and proceeded to carry out dif- 
ferent tests whcih had been arranged 
beforehand. 
At S o'clock last night 


he signalled the following message: 
" 'Will remain out tonight to com- 


plete necessary trials. Several already 
have been successfully accomplished- 
Will land tomorrow.' 


"The crews 
therefore continued 


during the night and at T o'clock fn 
the morning the K-38 (the old name 
of the ZR-2) reported that she was 
flying in thtt neighborhood of How- 
den, from 
which 
place shs 
had 


started." 


The report then describes the day's 


operations, including reports of satis- 
factory progress and a request that the 
Howden air base fly a kite bn.lioon for 
a sea trial. The Litter message was 
sent at 3:SO o'clock this afternoon. 


DcscMptlon of Dirigible, 


The ZR-2 was the largest dirigible 


ever constructed. She was -il feet 
longer than the H-34, which success- 
fully crossed the Atlantic In 1910. Her 
appointments ivere ali>o fat superior 
to those of the older ship. Sleeping 
Accommodations -were provided for of- 
ficers nnd crew, as well as electrical 
apparatus whereby meals 
could be 


cooked. Hot water was obtained from 
the radiators on the motors. 
* The length of the huge bag was 
CJj feet, and her diameter 35 feet. The 
capacity was 2,7000,000 cubic feet or 
gas and site was capable of lifting S3 
tons. 
There were six engines, and a 
gasoline aufjply of 10,400 gaHons was 
carried. 


Some of the 
finer 
Improvements 


pro\idcd on the ZR-2 were electric 
lights and a telephone system uhich 
connected the enure ship so that the 
cummander, standing at the wheel in 
ills cabin had e\eiy part under his 
immediate and direct control. Warm 
mcaia were made possible by cooking 
over a systetji of engine exhaust heat. 
Hur \\irelcss set, which was designed 
to keep her in touch with stations on 
both sides ot the Atlantic, had a radi- 
us o( 2,500 mi tea.

said: 
"I was seated In the tall of the 


ZR-2. She ftrst flew over the North 
Sea and toward Pi.1 ham. She was in 
perfect flying condition 
until 5:30 


o'clock this evening a,t which time the 
controls on tho ship were being tested 
while the vessel was proceeding it 
high sped. 
"I assume that a girder broke amid- 


ships. After a few a few short shocks 
the ship began to fall and the petrol 
tank exploded, I saw smoke after- 
ward about the ship, which began to 
£all nose downward coward the Hum- 
ber."Immediately after the explotion I 
was thrown into the cockpit at the tall 
of the ahip- I then attached myself 
to & parachute a-nd jumped overboard, 
Tho rope of the parachute, however, 
had caught in some wires, and I was 
unable to extricate myself. Shortly 
afterward, with two other persons, I 
was picked up from the water by a 
barge and taken to the police station."

Dresel. who asked 
the privilege of querying the Wash- 
ington government on the

At both the headquarters of the 


American commission and the Ger- 
man foreign, office It was aaid the tech- 
nicality whoih lnvolxred the delay did 
not affect the contents or character 
of the treaty, as 
both governments 


reached a full accord on the official 
text some days ago. 


The signing In Vienna today of the 
peace treaty between Austria and the 
United States was said to be & mere 
coincidence with the dais on which 
the German peace treaty was to be 
signed, as it was declared that neither 
German nor American officials here 
had been informed of the signing of 
the Austrian treaty. 


Of Minor Importance, 


Washington, Aug. 24. — The state 


department tonight received a report 
from Commissioner Drese: at Berlin 
on the- peace treaty negotiations and 
«ald that the points which had been 
raised would be attended to at once. 
Officials did not discuss the question, 
saying that it was one of "minor •'uch- 
nlcnl Importance." 


Senators Voice Approval, 


"Washington, Aug. 24. — The now 


treaty with Germany was laid before 
members of the senate foreign rela- 
tions committee today and was receiv- 
ed by them with some expression of 
uncertainty, but with a general show 
of approval 


The text of the treaty ™as not made 


public pending word of tho signing in 
Berlin, but it became known that tho 
document reaffirms in exact language 
the principal features of the 
peace 


resolutions and gives form to various 
portions ot the wn ratified treaty of 
Versailles. 


A first tmprcBs'on of approval was 


voiced by Republican and democratic 
committeemen aUJtiv and, although fin- 
al decisions were rtH»fved, there ap- 
peared little prospect tonight that the 
treaty would lend to a long or bitter 
tight when it Is submitted formally for 
ratification. 
Its submission Is expect- 


ed as soon as the senate reassembles a 
month hence, after the congressional 
recess.

Genuine satisfaction with tbi new 


concrete bridge over Oneonea creek in 
Wilber park near the entrance from 
Spruce street Just completed was ex- 
pressed by the members of the Fartc 
commission and other city., officials 
who gathered at tba bridte yesterday 
afternoon for inspection. It Is solidly 
and sutetantially built and with flare 
walls to protect the foundations which 
are two feet below the water 
level 


and four feet In width. It is believed 
that no flood within a possiblity will 
ever displace or damage

Engineer Gurney who superintended 
its construction was present at the In- 
spection and said that 
he 
would 


guarantee it to carry one of; die b'is

The bridge is substantially complet- 


ed, although it will" be some days be- 
fore It will be thrown open for public 
lise. There will be some work done,

require '. considerable 


filling, which will, however, be done 
at one* so that the pnbJic will be able 
to enjoy Its us« within .a f«w. weeks 
at the* longest. From Its eastern end 
a roadway will be constructed lead- 
ing by easy grade to the present road- 
way to the upper ..level, while 
the 


present roadway from tha circle In the 
grove near it he Walling avenue en- 
trance will be abandoned and a new 
one nearer the creek constructed.

They suggested that the 
remedy is to change the course of the 
creek trom a point near the alteration 
.plant grounds farther to the 
east 


nlong an older bed of the creek and 
in more of tt straight Una to the point 
where it approaches the bald banlt 
close to the small pines. 
This will 


pjevent the water washing not only 
the level lands of what is to be the 
Athletic field but also from further 
washing ot the bank. 


Mr. Hoyt, speaking for the water 


company, said that it would defray the 


st ot cutting the new channel and of 


constructing the necessary retaining 
walls to throw and retain the water in 
the channel. The park commission 
and nil agreed that this ia a most 
desirable step and it was agreed that 
the work "be undertaken, it being done 
Under the supervision wf City Engin- 
eer Gurney.

The people of Heligoland have sent 


a petition to tha League of Nation* 
asking for neutralization of the island 
under rrotectldn o£ the league or le- 
a&nexatiou to tiieat Britain. They ex- 
press high hope that the league "ill 
relieve them of Gertnnn control, which 
natives of Heligoland born under the 
British flag declare to b« highly of- 
fensive and In violation of many of 
the terms of the agreement under 
which England ceded the Island to 
Germany lu 1880 in exchange for Zan- 
zibar. 


A committee of 02 resident* of Heli- 


goland, comprising representatives of 
various oiganteatious of the Island, 
visited Berlin, under th« chairmanship 
of August Kuchlenz, and conferred 
.with the allied disarmament commit- 
tee. In an effort to correct -what the? 
declare to be tie great error of the 
allies in leaving Heligoland to Ger- 
many under the Veraflies treat;. 


Native* Encouraged. 


Recently the native* of Heligoland 


were much encouraged by the report 
of Chief Engineer Saver* of the Brit- 
ish admiralty, who. after Investigating 
the destruction, of the fort Ideations of 
Heligoland, now In progress, was al- 
leged to have declared that th« island, 
even after being dismantled, *hoald 
be taken from Germany, to prevent 
Its possible refortlficatlon for ns« Hi * 
submarine and airplane base. 


The destruction of the fort and na- 


val harbor of Heligoland Is progress- 
Ing under the direction of allied offi- 
cers, but two r«ars mor« will be re- 
quired for the complete destruction of 
the fortifications and improvements 
upon which Germany expended 60,000,- 
000 gold marks. Tti» cost of destruc- 
tion, which Germany also has to bear, 
is estimated of 4,000,000 gold marks. 
Germans -worKine on the dismantle- 
ment wer» sent from the mainland, 
and the islanders say the German offi- 
cials are endeavoring to colonize so 
as to outvote the native population. 
The native Hellgolanders, liowever, 
hold the balance of power, having 
elected six of the nine members of 
the island council. 


Deported During War,

deported to Hamburg during the war 
and -nere give* papers showing them 
to be of English birth. They were

goland tvns ceded to Germany, to 
stipulate that Heligoland should not 
be fortified by the Germans Is pointed 
out by the islanders, who say the Brit- 
ish officials were so eager to acquire 
Zanzibar and carry oat Cecil Rhodes*

and hotldajs, the ferry systems can-

to utilize Yerba Buena Island calls for 
a tobe from the San Francisco side, a 
railroad around the island and a sus- 
pension, bridge to the end of one long 
ferry pier b'ready built.

scheme Is to cross the bay with a 
bridge over the shallow waters lend- 
ing to the lower sections of the har- 
bor.
